BUSINESS MEN IN SESSION 


Washington, May 4. — The depart- 


ment of justice will immediately begin 
thorough investigation of the relations 
of the so-called oil trust and a number 
of railroads, with a view of determin- 
ing whether there have been viola- 
tions of the anti-rebate law. The basis 
for this investigation will be the infor- 
mation recently submitted to the re- 
port of Commissioner Garfield of the 
bureau of corporations, which is soon 
to be made public. This report, it is 
learned, deals only with the subject 
of rebates, and doe^not^go into the 
question of ylelatiotHg£the 'anti-trust 
law.' If "it'is found reba'tes have been 
given by the railroads and accepted 
by the so-called oil trust, steps will be 
at once-taken, it is asserted, to bring 
.the matter before the grand juries in 
'the localities where the alleged viola 
tions took place, with a view to prose 
cutions in the courts. It is not 
thought that the department of justice 
in conducting its inquiries will require 
the services of any One outside of the 
department proper and the United 
States attorneys and other officers un 
der its immediate direction. 


Gompers' Appeal. 


Washington, May 4. — President 


Gompers of the American Federation 
of Labor made what he hoped would 
be his last appeal for congressional 
action on the eight-hour bill. He talk- 
ed to the house committee on labor 
with great frankness and earnestness.

When Represetathe Sawicki intro- 
duced his bill he stated that it was 
copied from the New York law. As 
that was just what ,the automobile 
owners wanted and no one else seeiu- 
ei care much about it, it was ac- 
cepted and put through in the shape 
presented. 


Bungled the Bill. 


It now appears that either Mr. Sa- 


wicki or some one else must havo 
niode changes m the New York law 
end in doinc so bungled it. 
The 


trouble is all in section 2 of 
the 


law. 
It states that "every 
person 


hpreaftei acquiring a motor vehicle 
shall for each such vehicle owned by 
Lira file in the" off ice- of the secretary 
of state etc.'t'—so that the law seems 
to apply not to any one who had a 
motor vehiclo when the act passed, 
or even to one who owned one now. 
hut only to anyone who shall pur- 
chase one after June 1—for that is 
the date the law is to go into effect. 


Faulty Construction. 


Here is another bungling provision 


of this same section: "The secretarv 
of state shall sen«l to the auditor of 
he county in which such vehicle is 
iwned. copy of the 
statement filed 


vith such secretary of state, togwRer 
with the registration number as pro- 
vided in section 4 of this act. 
And 


ho auditor of the county sball keop 
i record book of such 
statements 


\nd numbers, said book to be furn- 
sh(-d by the secretary of state, an-1 
three do'lars in addition for each aJ- 
litional ten-horse power." 


Bad for Auditors.
